PLAN FOR MAKING CONCRETE FLOOR 




This sketch plan shows very clearly how to make Shewing simple form of foundation where 

a concrete floor for a building 16ft. by 10ft. wide. It ^^^^ ^ required, 

is necessary for floors of all sizes to reduce the length 
and the width 3 inches. This is clearly shewn on plan. 
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Sutcliffes Special Sketches showing how 
to erect their Portable Buildings. 




No. 1 Sketch in the left-band corner we illus- 
trate the double-strength floor resting on sleepers ; 
for motor houses these sleepers should be at least 
4ins. by Sins., for bungalows 6ins. by Sins., but for 
small sheds, summer houses, and in fact all buildings 
below 12ft. long and 8ft. wide, no sleepers are neces- 
sary, but if you have them, or can easily obtain 
them, it is better to use them. Sutcliffes' do not 
provide sleepers for their houses unless specially 
quoted for. The purchaser provides his own sleeper 
foundations. 

No. 2 Sketch !^hows how to fi.x on the roof so 
that it will be absolutely safe. Specially devised 
Koof " Links " are provided free, to screw into 



roof purlins and end framing, these are the very best 
method of making any roof secure and safe in all 
weathers. 

No. 3 Sketch shows bow the ridge is joined to- 
gether, close fitting, and with barge boards front 
and back. 

No. 4 Sketch shows four sleepers supplied by 
the purchaser, on which rests our double-strength 
floor. On the top of the floor, wliich must be laid 
down perfectly level, begin to fix one side and one 
end in the manner illustrated. The roof spars will 
fit into notches specially cut out, as show-n in the 
illustration.

GET A LEVEL FOUNDATION READY— THIS IS THE MAIN 
POINT. 1 be smaller sizes suitable for motor cycles ami side cars are 
built in the following manner : the sides are made in one complete section 
for each side and both ends will be constructed in the same way, thus 
sides and ends form four sections, the doors in one end, the opposite end 
will be plam unless specially ordered with windows. The floor for small 
sheds will be made in one section, but when we get say a floor 12ft. by 
9ft. wide and upwards, these are all made in two sections. 

ALL SHEDS MADE IN CONVENIENT SECTIONS. The floors in 
all cases unist be laid down on a k-vei foundation first, on the top of the 
floor fix one side and one end, then add the other side and end. I*ix 
two bolts in each corner both top and bottom, that will be eight bolts 
in all, more if you think necessary. 

The roofs will be made in two complete sections in houses below 
12ft. in length, the felt and battens will be fixed over the boards, the 
ridge and barge boards will be nailed separately to one of the sections, 
ready for fixing when the house is erected. 

THE FLOOR MUST BE LAID DOWN FIRST. If you have a 
level foundation for fixing any shed, this is half the battle, and very 
often our moderate sized sheds are fixed up complete in two hours. 



THE nXING OF LARGE BUILDINGS. Buyers of large buildings 
often have an idea that the erection costs will be heavy. This is not 
the case. If you get, say, one good man and one or two unskilled men 
to give assistance with the heavy sections, we are prepared at all times, 
when requested, to send out one of our skilled fixers to erect any of the 
buildings ordered and merely to charge the lowest possible expenses ;

If the purchaser finds board and lodging for our man it saves a 
great deal of time and prevents having to look for lodgings on arrival.

The only charges we should make would be simply the 
wages of our expert fixer, plus out-of-pocket expenses, such as railway 
and tram fares. 

Our men must not be expected to fix in the glass. If they have 
time, and putty is provided, also a little paint to treat the frames, they 
will do this work, but it must be optional.
